overnight while catching the attention of the play's 
leading heartthrob. Link Larkin. Rolighed' s endearing 
portrayal of Tracey Turnblad will have the audience 
falling in love with her, too. 

Rolighed was surprised to hear she landed the 
leading role in this year's production, even with her 
experience, which stretches way back to when she was 
three years old and first started acting. 

"I'm very lucky to have the lead role. I wasn't 
really expecting it," said Rolighed. This production of 
Hairspray at Tabor, though, is much different that anything 
she has ever participated in before.

New LGBT Initiative Coming to ORR

For years. Old Rochester Regional High School 
Nurse Kim Corazzini and Social Worker Kerri Dowdall 
have wanted to start a gay / lesbian support group at 
ORR. Now, with a $5,000 grant, the program will become 
a reality with a school-wide introductory presentation on 
February 25 to kick off the program. 

"Some kids have expressed a very big need and a 
very big desire to be supported or give support over the 
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past couple years/' said Corazzini. "We're really excited 
to be able to offer them that." 

When she saw the opportunity to receive a grant 
from the Lipsky-Whittaker Foundation of Southeastern 
Massachusetts, said Corazzini, she thought this was the 
school's chance at finally instituting a LGBT (lesbian, gay, 
bisexual, transgender) alliance with some real "depth." 

"The state has mandated support for LGBT 
students, so we've been able to gain momentum from 
that," Corazzini said. 

Part of the goal is to form a weekly LGBT 
support group for gay students and their supporters and 
eventually have the group represent ORR at statewide 
delegations and state LGBT programs. 

"There's a lot more that needs to be done, but 
this is the first step," said Corazzini. "This is only the 
beginning." 

Back in December, a number of Tri-Town teachers 
and school staff attended a training session that served 
as the foundation for instituting a formal LGBT program 
at the school. The training received by staff and soon by 
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students is geared toward fostering understanding and 
respect, while encouraging students to support their peers 
and speak out against discrimination and bullying. 

"We're looking to build some community support 
because we want this to be sustainable/' said Corazzini. 

A parent information presentation will be held on 
Monday, February 23 at 6:00 pm so parents can learn more 
about the initiative. 

School Budget Exceeds Town's Revenue 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Rochester Town Administrator Michael McCue's 
face was rather solemn when he delivered the news 
to selectmen on February 11 that the projected town 
revenues are no match for the current proposed school 
budgets. 

With budget season in full swing, the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen will begin meeting weekly leading up 
to Town Meeting, as McCue works with the finance team 
any free moment he can grab, as McCue put it. 

"At this point, we are looking at budget requests 
that our revenue projections cannot support," stated 
McCue. He said he has been meeting with representatives 
from the School department to come up with a budget the 
Town can afford to support. 

"It's going to be difficult. We are looking at a 
difficult couple of weeks, couple of months," said McCue. 
"We're looking at perhaps some difficult decisions 
moving forward." 

Remaining optimistic, McCue said he still thinks 
the problem is surmountable. 

Rochester is looking at a 5.6 percent or $265,000 
increase over fiscal year 2015 in its contribution to 
Old Rochester Regional, stated McCue in response to 
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Selectman Naida Parker's inquiry. 

''Unless Fm missing something/' said Parker, 
"the requests for increases for ORR and RMS exceed the 
gross in the budget that we will have this year." McCue 
affirmed her statement. "So their budget requests alone 
are in excess of what we are able to fund," reiterated 
Parker. 

The numbers are the numbers, said McCue, and 
the Town is in no position to generate new revenue. 

"It's quite black and white," said McCue. "We 
know where our ceiling is and we have no means to 
exceed that ceiling." 

Also during the meeting on February 11, 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon briefed selectmen on 
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the need to craft an article for the Town Meeting warrant 
to adopt changes to the FEMA flood plain maps into the 
Town's flood zone bylaw. 

The only change to the maps affects land at the 
New Bedford Waterworks and Little Quitticas Pond, said 
Farinon, and does not have any impact on Rochester 
residents. 

Farinon is tasked with working with town counsel 
to create an article that Town Meeting members would 
easily understand and approve. 

"I don't think anybody is going to have a problem 
with this map,'' said Farinon. 

Farinon also asked selectmen for support moving 
forward with a new Open Space Plan, with the current 
plan set to expire in October 2015. 

Selectmen agreed to have the town administrator 
contact certain town board and committee chairmen to 
appoint a member to the Open Space Plan Committee, but 
were hesitant to act on any allocation of required funds 
that Farinon predicted would cost between $1,500 and 
$2,000. 

Farinon said the state requires towns to conduct 
a survey to formulate goals and action items for the plan. 
Selectmen hope to devise a way to distribute the survey to 
residents without having to spend money on a mailing. 

In other matters, the board approved a 
fortuneteller's license for Gina Govoni of 75 Walnut Plain 
Road. 
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The next scheduled meeting of the Rochester 
Board of Selectmen is February 23 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Private Pier Permit Approved 

Marion Conservation Commission

Dale and Laura Briggs of 23 Dexter Road, 
situated on the Weweantic River, received a Negative 
3 determination for reconstruction of a private pier at 
the February 11 meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission. 

David Davignon of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates described the details of the project as the 
reconstruction of the existing pier and the removal and 
replacement of the associated concrete abutments. 

The Briggses currently hold the necessary state 
permits for an existing pier with the Massachusetts 
Department of Environmental Protection Waterways 
Program. The DEP determined that the project was minor 
in scope, thereby negating the need to apply for a new 
permit at this location. 

Davignon stated that the applicants also received 
a list of standard conditions from the Massachusetts 
Division of Marine Fisheries and a negative finding 
from the Massachusetts Natural Heritage & Endangered 
Species Program. Furthermore, the floating dock 
associated with the pier has a Marion Harbormaster

With all the bases covered for this 61-foot deep- 
water pier, the commission granted the Negative 3 
determination. The applicants plan to return at a later 
date for permissions to replace a timber walkway across 
jurisdictional wetlands. 

In other business, the Town of Marion - 
represented by JC Engineering - requested a continuance 
of its Notice of Intent filing for reconstruction of a 337-foot 
by 4-foot high seawall at Sprague's Cove. The hearing is 
now scheduled for March 11. 

Wildlands Trust at 105 Aliens Point Road received 
a Negative 3 determination for demolition work on lands 
that are in permanent protection status, as gifted by the 
Watson family. 

The residence and septic system currently on the 
property will be removed and the lot will be remediated 
and replanted with native species. 

Bay Watch Reality Trust/ Sippican Woods and 
Marion Village Estates requested an amended Order of 
Conditions for Field Stone Lane. The work will include 
lowering elevations at the end of the roadway and the 
construction of an emergency vehicle turnaround. 

Also, a Stormceptor stormwater management 
system will be placed at the southeast corner of the 
roadway. 

Architect Peter Turowski received a Negative 2 
determination for the construction of a 1,560 square-foot 
garage and second-story studio located at 94 Piney Point.

Draft Zoning Bylaws Take Shape 

Marion Planning Board

The draft zoning bylaws that address formula 
businesses and the dimensional use of land in Marion 
inched closer toward appearing on the Town Meeting 
warrant when (most) members of the Marion Planning 
Board voted February 17 to accept the proposed draft 
bylaws, subject to town counsel review. 
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There were some dissenting remarks and 
comments from board member Norman Hills, who 
voted to oppose the dimensional use bylaw in a 4-1 
vote because, among other things, he found much of 
the dimensional requirements table to be arbitrary and 
unjustifiable. 

The table proposed a 40 percent maximum lot 
coverage and 60 percent minimum green space coverage 
for all four residential zones, with most business zones 
reflecting different lot coverage to green space ratios. 

''What is it we're trying to solve by this, because 
it's not clear to me what we're doing," said Hills. "The 
maximum lot coverage (numbers) ... I don't know what 
the justification is for them." 

Planning Board member, and Bylaw 
Subcommittee member, Robert Lane said by limiting the 
green space coverage, in essence, the board automatically 
limits the building size. Board member and subcommittee 
member Rico Ferrari said this gives the designer 
"guidelines to go by" during the planning process. 

"It's kind of up to him," said Ferrari, "... 
instead of us saying we don't want a 14,000 square-foot 
building." 

The bylaw's definition of maximum lot coverage 
includes aspects such as parking lots, walkways, porches, 
and awnings as 'impervious surfaces,' which prompted 
board member Steven Gonsalves to say that 'impervious' 
is "always a head scratcher" for him. 

What about shells? What about a deck 
constructed of planks built above crushed bluestone? 

"You probably just identified some gray area 
right there," said Chairman Stephen Kokkins. 

Hills added that one could make an entire 
parking lot pervious, pointing out that, as a board, 
members have never tackled the pervious versus 
impervious issue. 

After further discussion. Hills' argument over the 
dimensional use table resulted in a shift from 60-40 to SO- 
SO maximum lot coverage / minimum green space. 

Hills still had further remarks, questioning the 
inclusion of a certain footnote below the table advising 
that one could seek a special permit or variance from 
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the Zoning Board of Appeals to shift the dimensions 
for limited business, general business, marine business, 
and limited industrial zones to 80 percent maximum lot 
coverage and 20 percent minimum green space. 

Hills said it appeared as though the bylaw was 
saying, "You don't like what we're telling you, you can 
come back and ask for 80 percent/' 

"Variances are very tough to obtain," said 
Kokkins. 

Nonetheless, the validity of the footnote remained 
in question and was eventually removed from the bylaw. 

Hills was concerned that one public hearing to 
vet the bylaws before Town Meeting was not enough, 
but other board members agreed to wait and watch what

happens at the public hearing and go from there, agreeing 
that, regardless of whether the bylaws move forward, the 
board as a whole would not endorse the citizen's petition 
formula bylaw submitted by former Planning Board 
member Ted North. 

Also during the meeting, the board granted an 
Approval Not Required for Dennis and Karen Clemshaw 
of 99 Perry's Lane. 

The application requested the removal of two lot 
lines of a property that straddles the Rochester /Marion 
town line, but will withhold the plans signed by the 
board until the applicant's representative, Kevin Frogue 
of G.A.F. Engineering, can provide the board with a letter 
from the Town of Rochester accepting its responsibility 
to provide the residence, under construction, with 
emergency response services. 

Before adjourning, there was more controversy 
during the acceptance of the meeting minutes, with Hills 
again adamantly opposing the board's prior motion 
to condense meeting minutes, distilling them down to 
basic details such as members and others in attendance 
and motions made, excluding verbatim quotes and 
conversation from the record. 

'T still think these minutes are a disservice to 
the Town and an abdication of our responsibility to the 
Town," said Hills. 

In response, Gonsalves cried, "Hear, hear!" 

Kokkins reminded Hills that community

freshman class coming in September. 

DevoU said the school has always had 40 sections 
of English and had not added staff in the past as the 
student population increased. 

"If anything, we've taken positions away/' said 
DevoU. "...We've reduced sections." 

The better school budget proposes a $132,572 
or 24.2% increase over the fiscal 2015 budget to fund 
two new teaching sections of English to avoid bringing 
teachers' student totals beyond the contractual limit. 

The Mathematics budget line reflects a $96,974 
or 10.5% increase over last year, adding two new sections 
as well, and the Science budget increase of $83,481 
accounts for the addition of two new Health sections and 
textbooks. 

The district is also seeking to increase the junior 
high school librarian position from part-time to full-time 
in light of the evolving "library common" that expands 
the librarian's role more into technology and media 
education, reflected in a $83,481 or 6.7% increase. 

School Business Administrator Patrick Spencer 
said the hiring of a part-time treasurer is requested under 
the school committee budget line at a $20,965 or 37.7% 
increase. 

"It's a good check and balance to have someone 
outside the Business Office to keep track of the bank 
account," said Spencer. Superintendent Doug White 
called it "a best practice," adding that most other school 
districts in Massachusetts have a treasurer. 

The better school budget totals at $17,269,114, 
which is a 4.2% overall increase over the FY15 budget. 
The level-service budget the school district prepared 
totals $17,032,148, an overall increase of 2.8% over FY15. 

"There's still a lot of work to be done," said 
White, with budget season still in full swing until the 
public hearing to present the FY16 budget to the public on 
March 3. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Jim O'Brien 
asked School Committee members to return to their 
communities and talk to the public as well as their 
respective school committees to persuade them that the 
better school budget was the way to go.

"It just can't be that [level-service] budget/' 
pleaded O'Brien. "We need you ... to speak to our various 
towns." 

In other matters, Katie Brown Educational 
Program Executive Director Claire Spaulding McVicker 
presented committee members with the curriculum of 
the relational violence program slated for ORR students, 
which the committee voted last month to hold off on 
approving before receiving further information. 

McVicker presented some heavy statistics 
about relational violence and bullying relative to teens' 
experience, saying that 66-percent of students have never 
had a conversation with their parents about relational and 
dating violence.

Ma, ''and saw that there was not any form of rose sales 
going on last year, I decided to do something with roses 
on my own/' 

This was easier said than done. 

The process of creating a single rose takes about 
30 minutes, and Ma sold 100 of them. The rose itself is 
very complex, consisting of five different components: 
two leaves, a calyx, a stem, and a bud. 

"The leaves and stems are the easy parts, and 
together take about five minutes," said Ma. "The bud is 
the hardest and usually takes 15 minutes while the calyx 
takes 10 minutes." 

Although Ma made all of the buds and stems on 
his own, he had some friends and faculty members help 
to cut leaves and create half of the calyx. 

The presentation of the roses was impressive and 
well worth the $5 price. Ma scented each rose so that they 
mimicked a real one and put them all in individual boxes. 

This money is going towards one of the two 
Learning Through Service (LTS) trips that will happen 
this year. 

Ma is attending the LTS Vietnam trip and has 
been helping with fundraising efforts. Although this sale 
was his first project. Ma said, "I am now thinking about 
designing and selling the International T-shirts this year 
to raise more money for the trip." The money will go 
towards buying daily products to support families in 
need in Caibi, a village in Vietnam.

in the March 5 hearing is whether and how the proposed 
pier will interfere with public uses of the shoreline and 
harbor.

The March 5 hearing is not part of the appeal 
being pursued by the Mattapoisett Conservation 
Commission to overturn a Superseding Order of 
Conditions (SOC) granted for the pier by the DEP 
Regional Office in Lakeville. The SOC process also is 
administered by DEP, but is separate from the March 5 
hearing. The SOC appeal is considered by DEP's Dispute 
Resolution Branch in Boston; a decision is expected 
sometime next summer. No public hearings will be 
conducted as part of that process. 

It is easy to become confused because, while 
two different permits are needed to build a pier, the 
process for granting both permits is administered by 
DEP. However, the laws and regulations governing 
each permit, and the processes for permit evaluation, 
are separate. More information about both permits is 
available from the Conservation Commission office

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I Saturday Night still Alive

It was an irony of sorts, I guess, that the special 
program commemorating 40 years of Saturday Night 
Live aired on a Sunday night. (Also quite a few months 
premature; SNL actually debuted on October 11, 1975.) 
But for those of us in the northeast battered by relentless 
snow and cold, the show provided some respite, all three 
and a half hours of it (not including an hour-long ''red 
carpet special'' beforehand). If you want to know why 
the show went all out to mark its 40th instead of waiting 
for its 50th, it's likely because many of the original talent 
might not be around by then. In 2025, show producer and 
creator Lorne Michaels will be 80. Dan Aykroyd will be 
72. Bill Murray will be 74. Chevy Chase will be 81, and 
Generalissimo Francisco Franco will still be dead. 

The show, I guess, is still alive. I don't think 
I've watched it at all this season, or last, but then I've 
never been quite loyal to SNL. My college years were my 
(sporadic) SNL-watching years. So I missed a fair bit of 
what the 40th Anniversary Special served up as "greatest 
hits." Did anyone ever laugh at the Calif ornians, and did 
that deserve to be re-animated here along with Wayne 
and Garth, Aykroyd' s Bass-O-Matic, and Murray's Nick 
the Lounge Singer? I suppose it was a good excuse to get 
Kristen Wiig in there somehow, but by my lights she's 
becoming more interesting as a comedic-dramatic actress 
than as the farceur she was on SNL. 

I didn't mind the special's self-indulgent sprawl, 
though a lot of it smacked too much of white male baby- 
boomer self-congratulation. The ghosts of the original cast 
have haunted Studio 8H for at least 35 of the show's 40 
years, and a viewer's estimation of SNUs peak depends 
on when he or she started watching. (Even the now- 
revered comedy godhead Murray was once regarded as 
a poor replacement for Chevy Chase.) It was touching 
to see Emma Stone pay her respects to Gilda Radner's 
Roseanne Roseannadanna, and interesting to see that the 
character Melissa McCarthy felt worthy of emulation was 
Chris Farley's bull-in-a-china-shop Matt Foley. I didn't 
resent the newer performers for their attempts, but I did

resent Death for taking Radner, Farley and too many other 
cast members too soon. 

Belushi was the first to go, and his notoriously 
ironic short film "Don't Look Back in Anger" (with 
Belushi as an old man reflecting on all his castmates 
who beat him to the cemetery) kicked off the special's 
In Memoriam segment, which was about the only time 
we saw acknowledgment of any of the writers. (During 
a mildly funny q&a bit, Jerry Seinfeld explained that a 
tribute to the writers was tossed out in favor of "Randy 
Quaid saying something.") Michael O'Donoghue 
appeared onscreen by virtue of his sharing the show's 
first-ever sketch with Belushi ("I would like to feed your 
fingertips to the wolverines"), and of course Tina Fey got 
her share of stage time, but no other writers who weren't 
also performers were deemed ready for prime time. 

In brief, the special was overlong, flawed, 
riddled with weird choices (Kanye doing whatever that 
was; Eddie Murphy marking his return to the show 
after decades by saying not much of anything), and 
occasionally funny, which puts it one up on a lot of the 
actual SNL episodes that had all those qualities except 
for the funny. Mostly I sat through it and didn't mind 
it: I didn't mind Miley Cyrus' cover of Paul Simon's "50 
Ways to Leave Your Lover" (if nothing else it probably 
scandalized the baby boomers), I didn't mind Martin 
Short doing his smarmy-show-biz specialty while Maya 
Rudolph's Bey once vamped, and I didn't mind seeing 
old friends like Phil Hartman and Jan Hooks again. Lorne 
Michaels sat out the special until the very end, which 
could signal fatigue or modesty; let's hope it's the latter. 
However iffy my allegiance to SNL has been over the 
years, and even if I usually don't make it to 11:35 most 
Saturday nights, it's comforting to know that it, and 
Lorne, are still there.
